It is related in Grecian mytholo 
gy that Augeas, king of Elis, kep” 
three thousand oxen in his stable:t 
for thirty years without having the 
accumulated filth removed. 

Ti is condition was bad for the 
cattle. It was also unpleasant for 
the people oftbe Elisian capital and 
for the king himself, for the reek 
oft he stables .was abroad in the 
land, threatening a pestilence. 


—_— 


It was then that Hercules was 
called in to effect a cleaning up 
and removal of the nuisance. He 
accomplished the seemingly impos- 
sible task with speed and thorough- 
ness and without soiling his hands, 

His method was a nevel one, 
Hard by the stables flowed the 
clear, rapid river Alpheus, whicb 
had its source among the oak-clad 
mountains of Arcadia. 

Hercules -liverted the river and 
turned its flowing tide through the 
stables of Augeas. The result was 
quick and magica], The accumu- 
lated filth was washed away, the 
stables were cleaused, the air of the 
capital became pure again, and the 
pestilence was averted,
